headwaters of the stream ia to bo conver- 
ted Into a navigable waterway and a water 
level will bo maintained in Pistnkce lake 
rind Fox lake, wbtch will mean a great ap 
preciation in value of the lakes ns summer 
resorts and in the viduo of the ihorelandi, 
Active work on the construction of a dam 
ncroti the raginif Fox at McTIenry was 
commenced Wednesday, 
s Frank Fisk and George Goff, who have 
been enjoying the breezes of the Inke dis- 
trict, returned to Elgin tbU morning. 
They Btate that the new dam will mean 
the making of the For. river valley above 
the obstruction. 

"Water in the lakes will be raiBcd arid 
Maintained at n level of two and one-lmlf 
feet abovo the present level. Fietakee 
lake, Mppersink Inke, Fnx lake, Petite 
lake; Orau lake, IilufT lake, Lake Marie, 
Lake Catherine and the Channel lakes will 
be accessible by fai resized Bteamers, and a 
beautiful waterway .will result between 
Algonquin nnd the headwaters In Wiscon- 
sin. 

Expense of' the new dam is to be borne 
almost entirely by free will subscriptions 
of property owners' along the shorn of tbe 
river and lakes. The For River Naviga- 
tion association has been instrumental in 
interesting property owners in. the project. 
About 810,000 is needed to com pie to the 
plans, over one-half of which has al- 
ready been pledged. 

The entire' dam is-to be constructed of 



structed to permit the passage of boats up 
and down the stream, and flood gates will 
be maintained to carry off excess water. 
The lock itself will be of solid masonry CO 
feet in length nnd 16 feet wide. 

While the lake region is, filling with 
water, as a result of the obstruction of the 
new dam, Elgin and other intervening 
towns am bound to suffer for a lack of wa- 
ter, Thero are dams also nt Algonquin 
and Cnrpontereville. nnd Elgin will be vir- 
tually shut off until the water rises to the 
levels of the tin ins. Flood gates, however, 
will regulate the, supply of water to some 
extent. 

Many prominent people have figured in 
the project. Congressman Lbrimer, -who 
owns a beautiful mansion nt PUtnkeo lake, 
and Henry L, Hertz, collector of internal 
revenue, also a FUtokce lake resorter, are 
members of the Fox River Navigation as« 
soclntion. Donations were received in 
amounts rnnging from $25 to 8100. 

Elgin property owners at the lakes will 
be benefitted by the improvement. Tbe 
Elgin Waltonian club owns ten acres oE 
valuable property nt Fox lake. Frank 
Fisk, Frank Lasher, George Goff and Dr. 
Truman Hropby own valuable lands on 
the shores of the samo lake, Fisher and 
Mann own land bavin; over a mile of 
frontage on Fistnkee lake, and Thomas 
McBride, John A. Logan and Alderman 
W. G. Wi'cox own residence property on 
the same lake,— Elgin Courier. 



BARN BLOWN OVER IN STORM. 



Four Men Silling on Self Binder are fm* 
bedded In Debris of Structure. 

Wind described as a Bhnrp whirring 
puff like tbat of a Kansas cyclone hit the 
running territory north of Waukognn Fri- 
day and left a train of havoc and devasta- 
tion In its track that would have done 
credit to the healthiest wind storm offered 
by the Sunflower state. 

Lifting n hay bam of light construction, 
on tho John Elliott fmm on the llcach 
road, it deposited the building on the 
ground in flinders an instant after burying 
four men on a self-binder within tbe debris 
of the barn so that they had to be dug out 
with hatchets. 

' In Mr, Elliott's orchard nine apple trees 
wete uprooted and blown down while other 
miscellaneous damage was dono. 

This morning, in describing the phe- 
nomenon to Officer Hicks of the Wauko- 
gnn force. Mr. Elliott declared that tho 
first Lake county cyclone had lifted his hay 
bam fodndntion and all into tho air nnd 
dropped It to the ground again in ruinn. 

Four men- on a self-binder on the farm 
had made tho barn before the rain fell. and 
they were imVdded in the ruins. 

A timber, felt 'across the .neck of one 
horso nnd saved tho life of one of the men, 
missing his bead by a narrow margin and 
injuring the horse. 

Dana Hcntgi*, a north side butcher, 
witnessed the fall of the barn and rushed 
to tbe nid of tho stricken men, chopping nt 
the light root of the barn * which covered 
them until they were freed one after anoth- 
er, Bwcnrina and hot and filled with hay 
dust, bnt siifennd uninjured. One of the 
horses succeeded in breaking through the 
barn roof by main strength while the Wnu- 
kegan man chopped, and freed hi in self. 



TRAIN KILLS A WORKMAN. 



Laborer Crossing Track Looks Around fo 
Hnd Companion Has Been Killed. 

Monday the body of Joe Winkle was 
brought from Koize. III., a little town 
on the Wisconsin Central railroad, to 
Grayslnke. wit ere it was interred in tbe 
villngo cemetery. Winkle, who was a 
German and tt railroad laborer, was struck 
by the afternoon express on the Wisconsin 
Central and instantly killed last Saturday 
afternoon. With another man he was 
engaged in-tran»ferring a considerable pile 
of lumber from one side of the track to tho 
other. 

The first man had just crossed the track 
whjm the train whizzed through. He con- 
tinued at bis wotk, not noticing that his 
companion was inimng. After a few mo- 
ments he noted the absence of the other, 
hnd upon looking about, was horrified to 
see his it mains, torn and bleeding, in a 
nearby ditch. He rushed to the man's 
side nnd picked his limp form up only to 
find that the lire had been crushed, from 
his body by the Impact of the train. Aid 
was summoned and later tbe coroner's jury 
returned a verdict stating that he hnd met 
death from being struck by a train, bnt 
did not fix tbe blame. 

Winkle was well known in Grayslnke, 
where his wife is living and which place 
he called his home. But recently he had 
been transferred to Kobe, being given a 
job in the yard instead of foreman oE tbe 
section as heretofore. He was a member 
of tbe M. W. A.

SAFE ROBBERS IN WAUKEGAN 

Break Into the Wiember Saloon and 
work Safe Combination 



Safe robbers cracked tbe safe of Peter 
Wetnbcr, in Tenth street, nt I o'clock Fri- 
day night, while the saloonkeeper slept 
soundly >upstairs, abstracted the cash draw- 
er from tho iron box, took a drink, leisurely 
examined tbe contents of the cash drawer 
in the yard back of the house and success- 
fully got nwny with 8230 in cash. 

How they knew the combination to the 
safe, which was worked, bow they got it, 
and how the; had time to complete so easy 
and successful a robbery is a mystery to 
tbe North Chicago police, who are work- 
ing on the cose. 

It is understood that Chief Vourjovic 
has been supplied with the name of n sub- 
pect, as has Chief Swnnsbrough, and the 
police df the two cities will work together 
to tryand land tbe daring marauder, 

The robbery was one of the most. clever 
heard of in many n day and by it» very 
daring nnd leisure excites the wonder of 
the police who believo that professionals 
must hnve turned the trick. 

The saloon that is run by Poter Wember 
is owned by Charles Wember, oE South 
Genesee street, the agent sleeping in a 



room upstairs above the place. 

He retired at the usual time, after closing 
and is said to have heard no unusual 
noi&es, although the time of the robbery 
is fixed by the fact that at 1 :00 tho woman 
next door, a Lithuanian, heard tho hack 
door slnm. 

The burglars forced the back door, using 
skeleton or other keys, and carefully pulled , 
the bolt nnd locked it after entering tho 
saloon. 

Then they seem to have taken a drink. 

Then thny worked the combination and 
opened tbe safe. The knowledge of this 
combination is known only to Peter Wem- 
ber, although Charles Wember know it 
about a year ago and claims to have for- 
gotten It, 

Tbe burglars abstracted the cash drawn 
from the safe, took another drink or two, 
and left through tho side door of the sa- 
loon, leaving it open, 

Saturday morning F. Wember discovered 
tho robbery and the fact that tho 8280 that 
ho hnd placed in the safe was gone. In 
the back yard ho found tracks, n check for 
$7 .SO and an emptied pocketbook that had 
contained the cash. That is tho only clue. I

At 
that time It was. considered; satis- 
factory it a 12-lach, gun fired one 
shot in five minutes. But with each' 
subsequent Improvement in ordnance 
the rapidity was somewhat Increased; 
nnd by carrying oat systematic tar- 
get practice the present striking effi- 
ciency has been attained. For ex- 
ample, the heavy turret guns that 
were but a few years .ago allowed 
five minutes In which to fire a shot, 
have recently fired three shots and 
made three hits In one- minute.— 
Harper's Weekly.

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KNIFE TO PREVE NT CRIME. 

Philadelphia I*hr«tetti»* Perform 
Opar-ttlnnn an **-*rn Children, 

Following the theories of the country 1 * 
foremost physicians and the recent rul- 
ings In the Juvenile courts the Pennsyl- 
vania Society for the Protection of Chil- 
dren from Cruelly, working In conjunc- 
tion with Director Coplln of the bureau 
of health nnd charities, and Chief Abbott 
•f the bureau of health, has Instituted the 
practice of performing operations upon 
children given Into Its charge when medi- 
cal opinion is rendered that such course 
Is likely to prevent a criminal on rear. 
This Is the (Inn effort of the sort over 
made In this country. 

The subjects of the experiments were 
operated on at the infirmary of the society 
In Philadelphia. Seven children were 
put under the knife by the city's most 
prominent surgeons, who performed opera- 
tions ml nil med to improve the mental 
nnd moral condition of the patient*. 

The physicians who either participated 
or were interested in the operations were; 
Dr. S, Weir Mitchell, Dr. A. C. Abbott, 
Dr. George W. Dougherty, Dr. F. II. Der- 
cum, Dr. W. W. Hnwke. Dr. Alfred Gor- 
don, Dr. Charles K, Mills, Dr. Lonlf 
Starr and Dr. Fred Fretey. 

While only seven children were operat- 
ed upon, Dr. L. C. Wessell* and Dr. A. 
C. II it idler, who were detailed to the talk 
by Director Coplln, have examined 1,407 
cases which were brought into the tempo- 
rary custody of tlie society, and other sim- 
ilar operations will take place shortly, 
provided the consent of the parents can 
lie secured. 

Of the total number examined about 50 
per cent were found to be suffering from 
refraction or the eyes and glasses have 
been ordered Tor nil of these. 

While conducting the examinations the 
physicians mini.* mosL minute inquiries 
Into the past history of the children and 
their parents, as well as regarding their 
present health. 

Dr. Alfred Gordon reported that he has 
discovered n surprisingly largo number of 
cases of feeble minded children, supposed 
to be the victims of cruelty, who are, In 
reality, In a condition bordering closely 
upon Imbecility, and calling for constant 
core of a character which the busy par- 
ents are unable to give them. 

GAGE'S SON A SUICIDE. 



Shoots Himself In « Seattle Hotel 
While Wlt« Searches Cor lilm. 

Ell A. Goge, son of former Secretary 
of the Treasury Lyman J. Gage of Chi- 
cago, committed suicide by shooting him- 
self through the heart in a room In the 
Tourist Hotel, a second-class lodging 
house on the edge of the red light district 
of Seattle, lie had registered under the 
name of J. W. Gorst, had no baggage and 
was almost without funds. 

His wife and child, who came to join 
him a few days ago, were at tlie Grey- 
stone, a fashionable hoarding house, .For 
two days Mrs. Cage had been searching 
for her husband, employing detectives to 
uid her, but even his friends had been un- 
able to locate lilm. 

. Mr. Gage had been changing from one 
hotel to nnother and registering under as- 
sumed names for two weeks, His ac- 
quaintances say they are not surprised at 
the suicide, as lie had been acting strange- 
ly for some time, and bad been drinking 
heavily. 

Gage worked for the North American 
Trading nnd Transportation Company 
during 1390-07 on the Yiikon river steam- 
er Wenre. He had trouble In Alaska, 
where lie wns almost killed In a saloon 
row at Circle City la 1800. His father, 
his wife's uncle, Cupt, P. B, Weare, and 
J. J. Ilenly, all In the trading company. 
Interceded for him. Afterward he went 
to Chicago. 

Not long ago Gage left Chicago for the 
West, and applied for a berth In the. 
Alaska service of the Northwestern 
Steam shl p Company in Seattle less thnn 
a month ago. After reaching Seattle ha 
deposited $000 in one of the local banks. 
A statement rendered July 24 showed lis 
had $211 left, but nt the time he killed 
himself had only $7.50. -Heavy drinking 
Is given as the cause of the suicide.

Her physical nnd mental 
limitations were such ns to mako her un* 
dependable at those strenuous times which 
arise often In the nffulrs of alt concerns 
doing large busliiesx. If urgeilt need on 
tlie part of the company suggested that 
she work n little lon«er on Saturday than 
usual alio was found with n positively un- 
breakable matinee date. In short, ivhlla 
she might be good for the one thing she 
wns doing, tho quallflcatlons for growth 
Into the class of employes we could pro- 
mote nnd eventually pension were not 
there. It was evident thnt for every oni 
woman we lind In our employ we were 
forfeiting one rhance of finding a man 
with nbillty to grow Into greatness In tht 
railroad business. 

"For Instance, a stenographer serving

Daniel* shot five 
times at Harris, three bullets taking ef- 
fect. Harris fell to the ground dead. The 
negro ran through the crowd and escaped, 
followed by his companions. A white man 
ahot at the three as they left, hitting one 
of them In the arm. The negro was or- 
Tested and the whites are now trying to 
'cantors the other two.

Not 
watting for olitslde reformers to Investi- 
gate trade conditions, the jewelers them- 
selves called upon Congress to pcunllm 
fraudulent work, 1 and so .to' protect lion?, 
est manufacturers and dealers, ns well as 
the public The average mnn bnya jow^ 
elry with bis eyes shut, figuratively spook- 
ing, ,and up to the present time he has 
had very 'little protection. The new law 
mokes It prohibitive for any manufac- 
turer to run the risk of deceiving' the re- 
tail dealer or of abetting him in tho de- 
ception o f bis customers.

A Missouri farmer echoes the opin- 
ion of nil who have tried cowpeas for 
hogs when he says : 

I will give my experience with cow- 
pens as n feed for brood sows during 
tlic breeding season. Having a field 
of cow pens convenient to pasture with 
hogs, I turned tbctn In, both large nnd 
small. There being clover, timothy 
and blue grass In the same Held, I gave 
nothing else but water. The sows 
were lu good condition when turned In 
and when the pens were gone they 
would have weighed probably fifty 
Ikiunds each more than when turned 
on the liens. The pigs *nre now arriv- 
ing and the result Is from three to eight 
pigs to n Utter where I should have had 
from eight to twelve per lifter from 
aged sows. I have a neighbor who Is 
having like results from same treat- 
ment. 



No more wnBteful plan exists to win- 
ter pigs or hogs of nny kind excepting 
brood sows tlinn to Teed simply to 
make tliein hold their own. Success- 
ful pork production mentis good, well- 
bred hogs, good pasture In ' summer, 
good sheds, good feeding accommoda- 
tions in winter, good feed, good water 
and good enre. The hog stands ready 
to do the rcat 

Winter wheat nnd rye plants hnve 
■11 the tenacity of life thnt can be 
found in n single plant If one does 
not believe this, let him try to kill out 
volunteer wheat or rye where lie de- 
Blrca to plnut corn, and ho will bo con- 
vinced. All known tools disconcert It 
somewhat, but It soon conforms to the 
new order of growth nnd Is found In a 
thrifty condition about. the time the 
husbandman feels thnt It has been 
killed, When wheat or rye Is found In 
corn fields It becomes a weed and takes 
.on the hardihood and proves to be very 
much of a stayer.

Men Who Can Cultivate land Ajtc 

In Q rent Demand in That 

Eopublla 

Mexico 1b agitated over tlio subject 
of immigration. Tlio nowspapors deal 
with the matter quite generally, and 
many public men have discussed It 
It la argued that InimlerantB rrom 
cities are not desirable, as what Mex- 
ico needs la men to cultivate the land. 
It la said the cities tn Mexico, like 
those lu other countries, have a super- 
abundance of the element which 
would he contributed by immigrants 
from foreign cities. 

A year ngo a hlg Japanese company 
brought 1,000 men from Japanese cit- 
ies to Dolco for mining purposes. As 
the Japanese had no experience In 
mining they were of no use, and had 
to be shipped homo at the expense 
of the steamship company, which ex- 
periment, the Mexican Investor says, 
cost the company about $100,000, An- 
other Japancso Immigration company 
shipped a large number of Japanese 
laborers from towns to the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec to work for the plant- 
ers there, but they proved a failure 
and bad to be shipped homo. For 
that reason Mexicans say they do not 
want men from cities.

Tl« it nutc Cultivator, 

Disks as farm tools are growing more 
populnr nil the time, They are used nt 
all stages of farm work, rroui plowing 
to final cultivation. A mnn uf long ex- 
perience says of them : 

The main points In favor of the disk 
nre that It will work closer to young 
corn without covering it, will work 
ground without Injury that la too wet 
to bo plowed with n shovel plow, will 
not throw up clods;- hut leaves the 
ground always lu a fine tilth, can be 
set to run varying depths, shallow next 
to the corn nnd deeper in the middle 
of the row, which Is. the 'proper way 
when making tho Inst two cultivations. 
However, tbe disk will not plow deep In 
very linrd ground or turn the soil -In 
iuch a way, as to kill inrgo weeds, yet 
If the weeds ate tnkon in baud before 
tbey become too Inrgo tho disk In satis- 
factory in this as well.

Fattening; Coop for Poultry. 

In the fiitteiilug of poultry for mnr- 
kct It Is always n good pluu to confine 
tbe birds to quite smnll quarters lu or- 
der that 'the food given them may ac- 
complish the best possible result. Tbe 
fattening coop should bo where It Is 
light nnd dry and the birds must be 
kept tomfortnhle at nil- times. More 
than all, tbe coop or coops must be kept 
clean, else the fowls tire likely to be- 
come 'sick and will not In such condi- 
tion tnke on flesh. Where there nre 
n number of fowla to fatten coops nre 
arranged on a wide abelf which forms 
the bottom, then whew it Is to be 
cleaned simply lift It up and set in an- 
other place, leaving the shelf free to 
clean thoroughly. Any box of light 
material will do for the fatt Ing coop 
with wire netting to within six Inches 
of the bottom. Across this space a bar 
may he placed with Just enough space 
between it nnd tbe .wire netting so tbnt 
the hen enn get her head out to feed, 
A narrow trough should be kept in 
front of the coop and be tilled with a 
variety of grain In mixture so thnt tbe 
fowl may help Itself- when It desires.

ELECTRIC TRUNK LINES. 

Fosalbte Effect Tber *!"*' Hnre on 
future Frelicat Hntes. 

.Within the last few" days an an- 
nouncement has been made of a pro- 
posed nlr Hue electric route between 
New Xork nnd Chicago, reduced' to u 
distance, of 742 miles, the run to bo 
made hi ten hours. The 1'euusylvuulu 
railroad Hue between Cbleugo and Now 
York Is 012 utiles. Tho electric. nlr lino 
route would thus cut off 170 miles, or 
.18,11 per cent of the steam road dis- 
tance. 

Assuming tbnt an electric trunk Hue 
between Chicago and New York Is 
llmtnelulJy nisi- otherwise practicable, 
and this Is open to question, the stra- 
tegic value of such a project Is such as 
possibly to liave a fa r- reaching effect 
on 'the whole trunk line- situation., If 
electric Hues, 'could eventually, parallel 
the trunk Hues to the Atlantic and gulf 
Kenports their Intlucucu on tbe rullruad 
situation might not stop with passenger 
tralDc. They would begin to tell soon- 
er or later on; freight conditions. They 
would not simply figure ns feeders of 
tho rail road,, as they are now generally 
doing, but possibly .reduce the ton-iuhe 
rate j>f freight to a new low" basis' of 
cost. The average revenue a to ti mile 
for the yenr ending Juno 30, 1003, was

A knowledge of, tbe habits of feeding 
Is of value In selecting breeds of sheep 
for the farm.

For herding with cattle, 
the larger breeds are preferable, ns 
they do not hpoII the grass, unless lu 
large numbers. For fence pastures, 
used for sbcep alone, the habits of the 
merino fdvor close feeding. For weedy 
ground sheep should be kept on scant 
pasture. If there Is plenty of sweet 
■grass, they will not touch the weeds. 
If grass Is ■ scarce the weeds are 
cropped low. 

It Is n good policy to change the feed 
of a sheep frequently. Especially Is 
this tieeessnry'for fattening sheep; they 
become tired of one variety of food. 
The '.liny may be varied with corn- rod-' 
dor, or even straw oecasloanlly. The 
grain should by all moans be varied 
with roots, oil cake, bran, etc. This 
method of feeding stimulates their ap- 
petite and keeps sheep from "getting off 
their feed." Sheep often go a long 
time, without drinking, especially If In 
good pasture, and when the dews are so 
heavy that they crin AH' up with wet 
grass lu the morning. But wbtn <tbcy 
(Id wnnt to drink, water Is as necessary 
to their health hnd comfort as to that 
uf other animals.

Yield »« Srenborir. 

News of the surrender uf tbe Svea- 
borg tcnitluecra baa been received. Tbe 
disloyal soldiers will be court-martial- 
ed nt once. Til© mutiny practically 
ended when the war ships Slava and 
Bogntyr appeared In the oiling nt 
o'clock Wednesday night and opened 
fire .upon tbe mutineers, Although the 
shots went wild, they weakened the 
spirit of tbo mutineers, who evidently 
accepted this display of loyalty an tbe 
part uf the crewa of tbe sblpa as seal- 
ing their fate. 

After several hours of indecision and 
fighting nuiong the uiutlneei's a white 
ting was Ilowii. Tbo mutiny was end- 
ed, mid bouts were put out 'to take the 
prisoners from the fortress' .The en- 
tire fortresK was turned over into the 
bunds of the government. 

Military disorders bnve broken out 
nt Uevtil. 

Although the collnpsc of the great 
Svcnborg mutiny and the defeat of the 
Crams tadt uprising somewhat relieve 
the .situation, for tbo moment, the. out- 
look Is bo black na-to.uinkii the govern- 
ment despulr. In view of these two 
urn tin les, coming, after numerous other 
outbreaks In tbe army junl navy,' the 
loyalty of the government's lighting 
forces, la utterly. an unknown quantity. 
No one knows what mutiny inny spread 
like will! lire throughout the entire 
uvuiy and liavy, or whut strike. nwiy pre- 
cipitate a horrible uprising and civil 
war. 

Will Keep, Up Fltrbt. 

Although the bands of the revolution- 
ists wcro forced suddenly, by the pre- 
ii! nt nre rising at Svcnborg, they nro un- 
daunted at these initial reverses, nnd 
Intend to persist In their program. One 
of the loaders of the revolutionists 
boasted' that the word hud gone forth 
'nnd that tbe lire of revolt would spread 
to the- comers at tbe empire, Ills clon- 
ing words were : "Now wnteb Jtevul, 
Nlgn and Llbnu." 

The mutiny on tlie cruiser Fnmyat 
Acovu caused groat uneasiness for d 
time, as It Is not: known how for the 
disaffection In the navy will spread. 
The enilner, however, arrived In tbo 
roadstead at Beval In possession of the 
loyal port ion of her crew, which gained 
tho upper hand -after a fight at sea. It 
la not known bow many were killed.' 
Five of tlie ship's 'officers are reported 
to have b6eu slain, 

When tbe 'firing began at Cronstadt 
there ensued a wild paulc In the .Impe- 
rial, palace at Peterbof, as the palace 
Ilea under tho guns of tbo fortress. All 
preparations bad been made In advance 
to flea to Taa!rakoe v 8elo r .but tlie report 
that tho Emperor and his family ac- 
tually had tied was denied later at tbe 
chancellery of the Imperial household. 
1 1 was explained, however, thnt .on ac- 
count of "dnmpness" at Peterbof. ar- 
raiiKemeuta'bad been made for the re- 
turn of tbo Imperial family ,'to Tsars- 
koe Selo. 

Martial law was proclaimed a"t Cron- 
stadt and all day long re-en forccnieiita 
were landed there from the mainland. 
No one Is permitted on tho Island 
without a pass.
